The election came after

his n a m e to b e used, a s h e is n o w en­ 
gaged in a business which keeps him 
away from the valley the greater por­ 
tion of the time. Charles Thorpe w a s 
elected vice-president; G. Jerome Rey­ 
nolds, secretary, and the committee on 
arrangements 
will be Mrs. B e n F. 
Thorpe, with t h e power to appoint 
other ladies to assist her. Mr. Mussey 
has been vice-president for a number 
of years, and w a s the first secretary of 
the organization w h e n it was begun in 
April, 1906. During Mr. Thorpe's pres­ 
idency the club h a s grown in member­ 
ship, and h a s had s o m e more 
than 
ordinary programs of speakers, large­ 
ly drawn from the faculty of the Uni­ 
versity 'of California and the depart­ 
ment of agricultural 
development.

Prices Soar Upward 


For foothill Fruit 


Qlendora will ship about 400 cars 
of oranges this year, Judging from the 
conditions prevailing in that 
district 
now. It m a y be that, if the fruit con­ 
tinues to stand up as well as it has 
in the past month, this district will 
ship 600 cars. 


The Glendora Citrus Association has 
already 
shipped 
over 200 cars, and 
will surely ship 300 cars for the sea­ 
son. 
The Glendora Heights 
Associa­ 
tion has shipped a hundred cars. T h e 
fruit Is bringing a higher price than 
it ever has before at this time of year, 
which is due to the short crop. T h e 
eastern markets are eager to get the 
fruit, and prices have been 
obtained 
that are t w o times and three 
times 
as large as last year a t the same time 
of year. 


Pomona has shipped out about 350 
cars through the S a n Antonio 
Fruit 
Bxchngo, and expects to ship 
about 
100 cars more. This will be about* all 
the 
fruit 
from 
the Pomona 
valley. 
Azusft and Glendora 
together, 
ship­ 
ping through the A. C. O. Exchange, 
have shipped out about BOO cars, leav­ 
ing about 100 cars as the shipment 
from the Azusa district. 


The packing houses have been run­ 
ning of late on about half 
capacity. 
While the fruit 
during other 
years 
has generally showed up more or less 
puffy at this time, there is scarcely 
any sign of puffy fruit this 
season. 
Wherever the smudging^ was kept up 
through the cold nights the fruit has 
been 
saved to a very large 
extent. 
The orchards that were not smudged 
have no marketable fruit.

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ORDINANCE NO. 108. 


The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Covlna do ordain as follows: 
, Section 1. It shall be unlawful to 
keep or cause to be kept a cow or 
cattle, horse or horses, within the City 
of Covlna without carefully cleaning 
the stable or corral or other place 
•where such animal or animals are 
kept of all manure at least once dur­ 
ing each day. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any .person to suffer or permit any 
chickens, geese, ducks, turkeys, pig- 
cons, doves, squabs, or other similar 
fowls owned or controlled by him, to 
go upon the premises of any other 
person in said city, or to keep the 
same or any thereof In a corral or pen 
within twenty-five (25) feet from any 
structure used as a dwelling located 
on the front half of any lot within 
said city. 


Section 3, It shall be Unlawful to 
haul any manure, dirt, rock, sand, gra 
vel, or similar material upon or along 
any 
paved, 
oiled 
or 
rnacadtuplzed 
street In said city unless contained In 
a box or 
receptacle 
sufficiently 
tight 
to prevent the same from sifting or 
dropping upon such street, 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful to 
keep or maintain any cow or cattle 
within the City of Covlna within sev 
enty-nvc (75) feet of any structure 
occupied or used as a residence locat­ 
ed on the front half of any lot. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful to 
keep or suffer, or permit to be kept 
within the City of Covlna, any chicken 
coop, yard, cow house, stable, cellar, 
drain pool, sewer or fflnk In a foul, 
offensive, noxious or filthy condition. 


Section fl. It shall be unlawful to 
throw, deposit or place at or upon any 
street or alley of said city any tin, 
sheet iron, broken glasa, thorny clip­ 
pings or branches of trees, boards, 
clothing, bottles, paper, night soil, rub­ 
bish, rind, skin or peel of any fruit or 
vegetables, or any foul or noisome 
substance. 


Section 7. It Bhall bo unlawful to 
erect, construct, place or maintain any 
building, fence, porch, steps, posts, 
poles, tracks, wires, pipes, conduits, 
or other obstruction or structure In 
whole or In part, unon, In or over any 
street or alley of said city without 
express authority therefor, and with­ 
out having complied with all ordin­ 
ances of said city relating thereto. 


Soction 8. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to beg or solicit alms as a 
business within said city. 


Section !). It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation as 
principal, agent or employee to move 
or cause to bo moved by horse power 
or otherwise any farming utensils, ma­ 
chinery or vehicles upon, along, or 
across any street in such a mannof 
that it will mark, cut or otherwise de- 
face or damage any paved, oiled, grav­ 
eled, or otherwise surfaced street. ^ , 


Section 10. It shall be unlawful as 
principal, agent, or empolyee to run 
or suffer or permit to be run irrigating 
water in or upon any public street, 
road or alloy within said city. 


Section 11. It shall bo unlawful to 
destroy, move, displace or deface any 
sign, private or public, whore lawfully 
placed within said city. 


Section 1.2. It shall be unlawful to 
post any bill or advertisement made 
of Inflammable material on any bill­ 
board, building, post or pole made of 
wood or inflammable material within 
said city. , 


Section 115. It shall bo unlawful to 
run any vehicle over any fire hose 
used, kept or maintained to extinguish 
or prevent fires within, the City of 
Covlna. 


Section 14. It shall be unlawful to 
stop or leave standing In any street, 
public plnco or alley any vehicle with­ 
in flftoen feet of any fire hydrant with­ 
in the City of Covina. 


Section 15. It shall be unlawful to 
stop or leave Standing any automobile 
or other vehicle In any street unless 
two wheels of the same be within two 
feet of tho curb on the right hand sldo 
of tho roadway. 


Section 10. It shall bo unlawful for 
the owner, occupant or any one In 
control of any land, lot or fraction 
thereof within tho City of Covlna to 
grow or permit to grow therooiv or on 
that portion of the street In front 
thereof lying between the curb line 
and such land or lot, any weeds whose 
seeds are of a winged or downy nature 
and are spread 
by tho winds, or 
any weeds, grass or vegetable growth 
that may become dry and'* Inflamma­ 
ble, or to permit or allow any debris 
of un inflammable nature, to accumu­ 
late on any such land, lot or portion 
of street. Any such woods, grass, veg­ 
etable growth or debris so grown or 
permitted to grow, accumulate or ex- 
iBt, shall constitute a public nuisance. 
The city marshal shall give,'notice by 
personal service or by publication In 
a 
nowBpaper of general 
circulation 
published In said city, to the ownor, oo- 
occupant or person in control of any 
property on which or In front of which 
such nuisance exists tfiat the same 
must be abated within such time as 
shall be In said notice specified, which 
shall 
bo not less than 
twenty-four 
hours in caso of personal service and 
not less than ten duys in case of, pub­ 
lication of notlco, and If such nuisance 
is not so abated within the time so 
specified, the city murehul shall cause 
such nuisance to bo abated by cutting 
and removing such weeds, grass, vege­ 
table growth or debrlB or otherwise. 


Section 17. The expense of such 
abatement of such nuisance shall be 
paid in the fttBt instance out of the 
general fund If said city. Tho city 
marshal shall keep an accurate ac­ 
count of all moneys so expended, and 
shall enter th„ sumo in a book kept 
for that purpose, together with a de­ 
scription of the property^/on account 
of which the same shall be expended, 
and from the time of making such en­ 
try the sums so expended shall be

h Ordinance Relating 


to Dogs & Dog License 


The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Covlna do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. There Is hereby Imposed 
an 
annual 
license of two dollars 
($2.00) on every male dog and four 
dollars ($4.00) on every female dog 
owned or harbored within the City of 
Covina. 


Section 2. Every owner or keeper 
of a dog shall apply to the City Mar­ 
shal for a license therefor and pay 
the license herein provided for, and 
the City Marshal shall issue to such 
owner or keeper a numbered license 
tag to be furnished by the city. Such 
owner or keeper shall cause such dog 
to wear A collar bearing the name of 
the owner and such numbered license 
tag. The marshal shall keep a record 
of each license Issued, showing the 
number of the license, the date when 
Issued, a brief description of the dog 
licensed, and the name of tho person 
procuring such license, and shall pay 
all moneys received for such license 
Into the city treasury for the benefit 
of the general fund. 


Whoever 
wrongfully 
removes 
or 
steals such collar or license tag shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 
\ 
Section & No hltlng, vlclojis or 
dangerous dog shall be harbored, kept 
or suffered to bo kept or suffered to 
be at large within said city unless the 
same be securely muzzled. 
Whenever 
such biting, vlcloiiB or dangerous dog 
shall be outside the enclosure of its 
owner or keeper 
without being so 
muzzled It shall be deemed to be a 
public nuisance and may bo killed by 
any peace officer, whether said dog be 
licensed, registered and numbered or 
otherwise. 


Section 4. Upon giving two days' 
notice to tho owner or keeper of, or 
any person whose name appears on 
any collar or tag attached to, any dog 
owned, kept, or harbored within said 
city In violation of this ordinance, the, 
City Marshal may kill and destroy or 
cause to bo killed or destroyed any 
such dog with tho same offect as if 
Impounded and disposed of as in this 
ordinance provided. 


Section 5. Tho City Marshal may 
take up and impound all dogs found 
within the City of Covlna without a 
license tag required by this ordinance, 
and shall keep such dogB confined in 
the public pound properly 
provided 
with food and water for at least three 
days, unless such dogs shall be re­ 
deemed by the payment of the sum 
of one dollar ($1.00) pound fee, each, 
which fee the Marshal shall retain for 
his own use, and the production of the 
required license tag. A written notice 
containing a brief description of each 
dog Impounded shall be posted up in 
front of the public pound and in the 
office of the City Marshal for aWleust 
two days, and at the expiration, of 
such two days all Biich dogn described 
In such notices so posted which shall 
not have been redeemed shnll be by 
the City Marshal destroyed and burled 
not less than eighteen (18) Inches be­ 
low the surface of the ground, but the 
City Marshal may give or sell any un 
redoemed dog that he would by this 
ordinance be authorized to destroy, to 
any person who will pay the pound 
fee'and procure for ruch dog the nec 
eBsary license tag. The City Marshal 
shall receive seventy-flve cents 75c) 
out of the general fund of the city 
treasury for every dog destroyed ac­ 
cording to this ordinance.

Says Noted Publicist

He believes In co-operation and 
suggests the formation of more or­ 
ganizations, such as the California Or­ 
ange Growers' Exchange, with the end 
of stimulating the consumers' end of 
trade. Without this he says there Is 
grave danger of over-production. 


"For example," he said, "the Or­ 
ange 
Growers' Exchange, of which 
there are now several thousand mem­ 
bers, Inaugurated an eastern campaign 
of exploitation six years ago, when 
$3500 was spent In advertising In 
Ohio, 
Today the same association 
spends approximately $25,000 yearly 
for advertising and the result Is that, 
out of $40,000,000 worth of oranges 
produced In a normal year In Califor­ 
nia, $30,000,000 worth are disposed of 
In the east through the exchange. 


"But by far the most Important In­ 
terest to tho welfare of California Is 
tho solution of the agricultural land 
proposition. On that rests the entire 
superstructure of the state's prosper­ 
ity. California's lands must.be settled 
and the only way that this can be 
brought about is by tho creation of a 
widespread confidence in the value of 
these lands. The large owners must 
be brought together in an association 
and by this association make it easier 
for each Individual to market his own 
holdings. 
Valuable work along this 
line of state development is being ac­ 
complished by the Southern Pacific, 
through Its vice-president, E. O. Mc- 
Cormlck."

Do We Want a Money Tariff 7 


Jingoism is extant in all countries at nil times. 
There is always 
a faction willing to fight by proxy. 
Tokio can be aroused to demon­ 
strations against the United States, as can Berlin or Mexico City. 
The imminence of war rests on preparedness, however, and not on 
the sentiments of ;i elnss or faction, unless that class or faction be­ 
comes stronger than the nation, which has occurred in the history of 
nations, but which is rarer than other reasons that have brought on 
war between nations. 


The dispassionate refusal of French, Italian, German or English 
capitalists to issue a war loan, has nipped many a fine war-scare in 
the bud. A war loan must he protected by collateral, just the same 
as a loan for the building of a railroad. In the ense of the war loan, 
the capitalists issuing it first must determine if the country asking for 
the loan is abb? to tax itself for the luxury; whether the country is 
not carrying burdensome taxes for wars already in history; whether 
the land-owners can assume such an additional burden, and, in the 
last but not least analysis, whether the- country asking the loan has 
a fair chance of winning, for defeat means heavy indemnities added to 
the war-taxes and the capitalists who deal in war loans are no more 
willing to take unbusinesslike risks than are the capitalists who loan 
money for the building of a high school, or a county court hotise. 


Japan is heavily in debt to European capitalists for the cost of 
the Rusn'io-Japancsc war. The land-owners of Japan arc restive un 
der terrible tax burdens. 
The Japanese government is anxious abovi 
all things to prevent war with any nation at present, especially with 
the 'United States, with whom they have very profitable trade rela 
tions. 


This does not signify that war might not occur, for a nation of any 
kind is no stronger than its strength over the sentiment of the people. 
But war, with Japan is reasonably impossible at this time, because of 
certain cold and unsentimental reasons. 


Persons who can never become citizens of the United States, be­ 
cause of a law prohibiting their becoming citizens, should never be 
allowed to acquire title to land here. An anti-alien Jaw should not 
be specific in relation to any one nationality, unless it be for this 
particular reason that he impossibility of becoming a citizen makes it 
automatically impossible to become a land-owner. 
Persons of 
nationality not prohibited from becoming citizens, should be allowed 
to become land-owners. 
The mere taking out of citizens' papers will 
not make good citizens of any, nor will the refusal to take out citizens' 
papers make them undesirable. 
, 
» 


The question is not so much the present status of alfeni&nr a s i t is 
the future status of possible citizenship. If a Japanese or Chinese 
subject is prohibited from becoming a citizen of the United States, 
he should be prohibited from holding title to property, as the funda­ 
mental wealth and strength of a country is the ownership and im­ 
provement of the land by- citizenry. 


A law concerning this question should be framed in the positive 
not the negative. 
The "thou shalt not" should be superseded by a 
law that points to what can be done. 
All alien land-owners who are 
eligible under our constitution to become citizens should be allowed 
to acquire title to property. If you or I cannot surround ourselves 
with the ownership of necessities for ourselves and those dependent 
upon us, we must perforce live in a land where this can be done. 


An anti-alien law that is all-embracing is as un-American as one 
that is discriminatory. 
The Pilgrim Fathers were once, aliens; the 
Dutch of New York were once aliens; the Swedes of Minnesota were 
once aliens—and who shall say that they came here with a precon­ 
ceived and unswerving resolve to become citizens of the country? 
Every bolt and bar that is forged to shut out aliens that are citizens 
in the embroyo is un-American and unconstitutional. Our irritatioin 
against an alien about to get a footing in the country shows that it 
is America that is on trial, and not the source from which our country 
was made. 


To say that German or English capital shall not be invested here 
unless those capitalists investing first become American citizens, is to 
place a high protective tariff on capital, a well-nigh prohibitive 
tariff. Money is a commodity. This-commodity, ns the president of 
the Chicago First National Bank said before the Pujo committee, is, 
in the United States, practically controlled by a dozen men. 
So great 
is their power already that they control all American extension done 
through American capital. 
No railroad is built, no colonization 
done, except that these men fix, through their rates of interest, the 
prices of passenger or freight rates, or the prices of land. English 
capital, for instance, in Fresno county, has been content with four 
per cent, through the years when 'the grape industry was young. Who 
shall say that, under an absolute embargo of alien capital, the Ameri­ 
can capitalists will be lenient with American enterprises? 


Every day we hear of gome new spray material which will kill 
the red spider, and it is only through vigilance that the county officials 
are able to keep the grower from spending money on many prepara­ 
tions that are useless. 
But a few weeks ago an organization of grow­ 
ers was induced to rescind an order for a spray which had been proven 
to be practically worthless. ! 


If the ranchers would self-impose the compulsory system, making 
all growers clean up the groves of red spider as they now do of scale, 
the rancher would get the benefit of county inspection and supervision. 
Ranchers should communicate AVith the officials on this subject and 
express an opinion. 
"We believe the industry needs this change in the 
present system. 


The Top and Bottom Balance. 


A practical fruit-grower, at the Farmers' Institute held in Glen- 
dora this week, told the.ranchers that they should compare at all 
times the appearance.,of a twenty-year-old tree with that of the ap­ 
pearance of a healthy ten-<year-old tree. 


There is no reason why the two trees should not look the same 
except that one should be, of course, larger than the other. 
But, he 
pointed out, the old trees are very* liable to be very thickly-set to 
foliage and limbs, and the foliage is small. 
This we know to be true. 


This is caused by the fact that the old tree has got too much top in 
relation to its bottom. 
It has more foliage than it has root-system to 
supply it. The tree has started something that it couldn't finish. 


This man was talking on the subject of pruning, and he is a 
pracital and scientific pruner as well. 
The citrus^ rancher has not 
waked up to the importance of cutting out courageously. 
You must 
stimulate new growth, for it is the new growth of this year that has 
the fruit of next year on it. If the root (System is trying to feed a 
fine mesh of foliage without the power to serve it well, the leaves will 
be small, and the tree will be non-productive in ratio. 


Pruning once ayear in the citrus, orchard is necessary, he says. 
When done once a year the pruning will be a comparatively light task. 
The leaves of an old tree should be as large and broad and green as 
the leaves of a young tree. If they are, the fruit will be big and 
more salable. 
Long ago, the peach and apple raiser learned that he 
had to cut out to get new growth or he wouldn't get fruit. 
It may 
be that the citrus rancher has been too afraid to cut wood with blos­ 
soms on it, for fear of curtailing his crop,- when he would have done 
better to cut half the wood out, and had bigger and more profitable 
fruit.

Compulsory Spraying For Red Spider. 


When a fumigator does work in a citrus orchard for the purpose 
of eradicating black, purple, or other kinds of scale, the horticultural 
inspector goes around afterward and checks up that work. If the 
inspector finds that the work has been done badly, he makes a report 
to that effect, and on the strength of that report, the orchardist can 
compel,the fumigator to make good his work. 


But, when an orchardist is employing a sprayer to eradicate the 
red spider, he must take the sprayer's word for it that the work has 
been done well, as the county horticultural commission does not have 
the right at the present time to compel the eradication of i'ed spider. 


The red spider is coming to be almost as surely as much of a men­ 
ace as some kinds of scale. If we allow the orchardist to choose for 
himself whether he shall spray for red spider, the rliniv.-* ni-*- good 
that some will spray and some will not. The history of fighting 
citrus pests bears out this statement. 


The word "compulsory" is a harsh word, but in the ease of fight­ 
ing citrus pests, it really means a condition of benevolent tyranny 
exercised by the authorities for the purpose of protecting everyone. 
Under a compulsory system, the red spider crusades could be made 
jmore effective for the rancher.

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PRACTICAL FARMERS DISCUSS PRUNING, 


FERTILIZATION AND KINDRED SUBJECTS 


Small, 
thlckly-8et leaven, 
with 
a 
dense mass of small limbs and foliage, 
is one sign of an unprofitable 
citrus 
tree, according to the talk of a prac­ 
tical orange grower from EH Cajon, 
who addressed the audience at 
the 
fanners' Institute, under the supervis­ 
ion of the University of California at 
Glendora on Tuesday, 


The 
speaker 
was 
Ii, 
Culbertson, 


who, 
although scheduled to speak on 
the 
subject, 
"Prunfng 
Citrus 
Trees 
Under Present Conditions," in reality 
spoke more on the treatment of the 
normal tree, rather than the tree that 
has suffered from the freeze. He did, 
however, answer many questions as 
to how to prune lemons that 
have 
been badly frozen, stating that 
few 
orange trees have been Injured mater­ 
ially by the frost. 


Mr. CulbertHon kept repeating this 
sentonce: 
"Compare your old 
trees 
with the appearance of trees that are 
about ten years old. 
You will 
find 
that the healthy young tree has large, 
dark-colored 
leaven, and 
as 
a 
rule 
grows large, salable 
fruit. 
The 
oil 
tree Is apt to have 
small 
foliage, 
thickly-set, and Hoventy-flve per cent 
of Hie blossoms that come on these 
branches will not set and make fruit 


The speaker had samples of branches 
from apple and peach trees, pointing 
out that tho successful grower of these 
deciduous fruits 
pruned 
every 
year. 
The spurs on the apple branch were 
thinned out to a large degree each 
year, In order that new growth would 
be stimulated. 
This 
also with 
the 
peach, which, If the small limbs wore 
not cut out, the tree would not throw 
out new growth, and It Is the new 
growth of this year that has fruit on 
it next year. 


First, the speaker said that 
with 
plenty of fertilizer and water and care, 
the orange tree will light off its ten­ 
dency 
to get 
top-heavy 
for a 
long 
time, but the point is that although 
the best of caro Is taken'of it, the 
time will como when the top will be 
come too voracious a feeder on tho 
root system, with the result that the 
roots cannot supply the whole 
tree 
adequately, 
and 
the 
leaves 
become 
small and unhealthy, thus making it 
Impossible to grow large fruit, or fruit 
in large quantities. 
/ 


If 
this 
superabundance 
of 
small 
limbs is removed, so that the sap can 
supply 
reasonably large amount of 
limbs, the leaves will become large 
and glossy, and tho fruit will form 
and stay set on the troe. Then, each 
year, a large amount of new growth 
will como, and 
it 1B on this 
new 
growth that the fruit forms. 


The speaker 
said he had 
studied 
pruning for so many years that he 
could toll a healthy orchard a half- 
mllo away, Just by looking for the | 
light green loaves that ought to be 
showing very plentifully 
among 
tho 
dark green of the oldor growth. 


In speaking of pruning lemon trees, 
Mr. Cubertson 
advised 
that, 
where 
the troe is badly hurt or almost killed 
by the froozo, It should be let alone 
until it could recover. The tree, under 
these conditions, will throw out 
an 
onormouB amount of new 
growth'in 
the form of small suckers. The groat 
or portion of those suckors should be 
rubbed off, ho said, leaving a few to 
sprout and make now growth. 
The 
lend should not be stimulated 
with 
fertilizer, and as little wator as pos 
slblo to keep tho tree alive should bo 
used. 


WHAT 
SMUDGE-POTS 
DID. 


F. 
C. Crowoll of Upland, 
another 
practical grower, gave a talk on his 
experience with Bmudglng last Janu 
nry, showing that he saved a largo 
portion of his crop by this method 


In ono caso, ho knew that 125,000 
worth of lemons In a largo orchard had 
been saved by an expenditure of $2500, 
He Bpoko of the various makes of or 
clmrd heaters, and expressed the hope 
that the method during another cold 
spell would bo more highly efficient. 
UNDERSTANDING 
FERTILIZERS 


Dr. S. 8. Twombly of Fullerton made 
tho statement that tho grower 
can 
save himself much money by under 
standing what kind of fertilizer slm 
pics .to buy, and then mixing them 
himself. 


"More 
money 
Is 
sunk 
Into 
the 
ground 
for usoloss 
fertilizers 
than 
would pay tho national dobt In a year," 
said Dr. Twombly. 


The speaker made a strong plea for 
the conservation of tho ingredients in 
ordinary stablo fertilizer by building 
cement 
floors 
und cement 
pita. 
He 
advocated tho use of superphosphate 
In t h e stables aa Bomothlng to catch 


ant! 
retain tho volatile portion" "f tht* 
manure, stating that 
tho "untroated 
rock" would not do tho same thing 
and waa not desirable. He advocated 
thla method In preference to gypsum, 
which he said did not go so far to­ 
ward preserving the manure, and waB 
not aa good a fertilizer itself when 
placed on tho land. 
. 


The speaker had much to say about 


the making of nitrogenous fertilizers, 
saying that the most expensive way 
to supply nitrates in the soil was to 
buy the commercial products, as these, 
at the rate sold, would make the ni- 
trato cost as high as twenty 
cents, 
the pound. 
The persistent and gen­ 
erous planting of nitrogenous-bearing 
plant*, such an the legumes, was much 
the better method, 


BUD SELECTION. 


B. F, Hosford, secretary of the San 
Dimas Lemon Association, gave a talk 
on some of his experiments concern­ 
ing the average yield of 
individual 
trees. 
He showed from 
charts pre­ 
pared on trees and rows of trees in 
different lemon orchards, that the dif­ 
ference In yield, on© tree from ano­ 
ther, was surprising. 
His work, he 
said, had been inspired by the work 
carried on by A. D. Shamel of 
the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, who was studying the question 
of careful bud selection. 


On Mr. Hosford's chart was a row 
of trees taken from 
the orchard of 
William Crook of Covlna. These trees 
had borne fruit which had been care­ 
fully v/olghed and an accurate account 
kept of them through a .season. 
The 
earning capacity of the trees In the 
same row were compared with each 
other. Other charts were made from 
trees in C. C. Warren's grove, and 
groves in Glendora. 


It had been shown by Investigation, 
be said, that one tree may have the 
varieties of Washington navels, Thom-i 
sons, Improved Thomsons, Australian | 
navels, and other varieties, when the 
tree originally was propagated 
from 
one bud alone. That tho orange bud 
will bear watching, ho was sure. 


The efforts of Mr. Shamel, he said, 
were along the lines of arriving at 
perfect bud selection, In order to in­ 
crease the bearing capacity and the 
quality of fruit on the tree. In this 
work the department Is getting fine 
support from Individual orange grow­ 


ers. 
Mr. Hosford urged all growers to 
got acquainted with his work, and to 
assist in evory manner possible.

Take lemons for cn example. Lem­ 
ons run all t^o way from four to seven 
or eight to ftie pound. The ceut reduc­ 
tion means an eighth to a quarter of a 
cent less on each lemon you buy. Will 
the middleman bother to split the cent 
Into fractions for your benefit? 
No, 
you'll get the same number of lemons 
for the same money as before, but 
they'll 
be Italian 
lemons 
hereafter 
and not tho American article, because 
the middleman can buy a box of Sicil­ 
ian lemons weighing 68 to 78 pounds 
68 to 78 cents cheaper than the Call- 
fornlan can afford to charge after al­ 
lowing for freight. 


As a bit of proof of this, you may 
remomber that tho California growers 
suffered from frosts a while ago and 
that In consequence tho European pro­ 
ducers have now a monopoly of the 
American market. 
European 
lemons 
are supposed to be-cheaper than the 
home 
article, 
but 
you 
are 
getting 
European lemons cheap this season? 
Think about it. 


What will happen to tho lemon in­ 
dustry under the lower tariff will be 
that the producer will not be able to 
meet the foreign competition and that 
be tuust go out of business. The labor 
he employs will be dismissed and must 
hunt Jobs In Borne othor line. 
Tho 
capital invested will be lost. And the 
only person to benefit will bo the mid­ 
dleman, 
for 
tho consumer 
will 
not 
participate in tho saving. 


A home industry will bo sacrificed 
and no home Interest will receive a 
compensating 
advantage. 
It's 
good 
policy. Isn't it? And the worst of It Is 
that lemons are only typical of many 
affected articles. 
We do not need to 
go to California to road the lesson; 
our own Michigan beet growers are 
In much the same fix.
